London March 30.—CoL William Lodlow, 
military attache of the Americas embassy 
*t London, recently sent by the yovcruuient 
to Inspect the variooa European canals, 
with a view to reporting on their work¬ 
ing In comparison with tno proposed Niag¬ 
ara canal, to-day said to a representative 
of the Amkih-Iu ted 1 ’rcss regunilng bis In 
apectlon: “The Inspection proved n labor¬ 
ious though Interesting undertaking. I 
have thoroughly Inspected the Ruex canal, 
and the officials of that company did every¬ 
thing to facilitate my Inquiries. They 

r laced h steam yacht at my disposal thut 
■ mtgbt thoroughly see the workings of tht- 
canaT. It Is a wonderful success. There 
is hardly any other enterprise In the world 
regarded purely as a commercial invest¬ 
ment. that Is yielding so large a return. 
Tbe profits must he enormous. In fact, 
no one know* exactly what they an*. Take 
England’s share In tbe coitPcrn. for In¬ 
stance. While England does not owr* the 
majority of the snares, its income from 
this source alone would suffice to msiatsln 
some kingdoms. You know the canal was 
not a success at first. Hut now it proves 
one of the most useful and nMCMftt’ 
schemes of the country. I also went to 
Greece and witnessed tbe working of the 
Gorlutb canal While entirely different, 
both in Its aim and construction. It Is 
stlii a success and Is n roost Interesting 
work. The origin til scheme for a canal 
there was conceived in tbe time of Nero; 
one may yet sec original test pits which 
were made by Rbmnn*. I also thoroughly 
Inspected the new German canal. Thla Is 
a wonderful affair, and Germany can use 
her navy in both sens. I had no sndieucc 
of the Emperor while In Berlin. aDd told 
film that the Gcrmnn canal was the only 
one that had been constructed within the 
original estimate. Pnun Germany I went 
to Holland and thoroughly Inspected their 

I have yef to vialt 
p .'fsachrater ship canal and possibly the 
Caledonian canal In Fteotlaad. iben I

Havana. Mareh 31.—A startling exhi¬ 
bition of bungling in the execution by 
garrote of aeren Cuban prisoner* took 
place here yesterday. Five Cubans, 

, classed as “inunlerers, rlolnters and in- 
wndinries," belonging to Cavajulm, 
were recently sentenc'd to be gorroted 
at 7 o’clock this morning. A strong 
force of infantry was drawn up In the 
form of a souaro around the i^ot where 
the gnrrote bad lK*en orv’oted. Tin* exe¬ 
cutioner. Valentine Unix, for some ren- 
aon not fully explained, acted Upon thia 
occasion as assistant to bis own iiMsist- 
ant. lustea.l of a* actual executioner. 
Wlieu the first man was placed In the 
chair to be gnrroted, the man acting as 
the executioner violently and iwrvotisly 
twisted the lever or screw haudie be¬ 
hind that port of the post o|tpoaite tlie 
neck of the prisoner and enrren|»oiiding 
with the iron collar. But the neting ! 
executioner was evidently terribly nor- 
Tous. mid thia rendered him so weak [ 
that Ida hands slipped repeatedly from i 
the lever. There were horrible smother¬ 
ed choking cries from the acaffold. and 
it was only after a long period of agony 
for tbe condemned man aud almost tor¬ 
ture for tbe spectator* that the Cuban 
wn* nrononuecd dead. The second rlc- | 
tlra woa brought to the front and led up , 
the steps to the scaffold by the priests 
and the assistant executioner. Upon , 
reaching the platform the unfortunate 
man made an effort to say something 
to the people surrounding him, hut the j 
executioner** hand covered ids mouth [ 
and he wan hastily bundled into the | 
deadly chair. Ir. another moment the . 
Iron collar was around bi» ne<-k and the * 
cap was over hi* face and the first tnru 
of the lever had been given. If the act¬ 
ing executioner woa nervous ui»on the 
occasion of the first killing, he was ten 
time* more so ou this occastlon. He 
fumbled and fumbled, alternately turn¬ 
ing a deathlike whiteness from Hushing 
crimson with excitement. 'Phe result 
was a more alow, fearful strangulation, 
and another horrible experience for the 
opeetator*. By this time the prison offic- 
ials. the priests and the officers in com¬ 
mand of the troops hn* endured no 
much that they openly denounced the 
action of the executioner ami called up¬ 
on him to get down from the st-nffoid 
and let another man take his place.
